These problems: are fully realized in most of the 
Problems Are democratic countries. In England, present social 
measures are likely to be augmented by the adoption 
Now Realized of some form pf ‘the Beveridge Plan for Social 
Security. Australia and New Zealand are well advanced in this respect, 
and in the United States much has been done in recent years to improve 
social conditions there. In Canada there are as yet no extensive provisions 
for socia¥ security. This is no doubt due in some measure to the fact that 
‘we have a relatively small population, and an extensive population as &@ 
source of a large national income is desirable for any ambitious program 
.of social legislation. There is now in existence here our system of Unem- 
ployment Insurance, as well as-Old Age Pensions, Mothers’ Allowances an 
the Workmen’s Compensation Act. A few months ago, a plan for National 
Health Insurance was drawn up by the Department of Pensions and National 
Health and submitted to the Parliamentary Committee on Social Security. 
‘It is anticipated that some form of Health Insurance will soon be established 
in Canada. .If the war helps to bring about better social and economic 


conditions, and greater tolerance between nations, there will be some com- 
pensation for the sacrifices and hardships which we are Now experiencing.

APPLE DAY 

For many years we have been taking the Canadian apple for granted. 
Not so this year! The apple will be in first place instead of being just a 
fruit filler-in when bananas, peaches, plums and apricots are scarce. Apples 
are our cheapest fruit, and like no other Canadian fruit are in season 
throughout the year. 

Apples should be ‘firm, well coloured, tart flavour, and yeaah size. 
They may be bought by the pound, dozen or bushel. You will find it most 
economical to buy the fruit in large quantities, They can be stored in a 
cool moist place, after all the bruised and decayed fruit are removed. It 
is best for economy’s as well as flavour’s sake to buy each variety at its 
proper season. You should also consider whether the apple is to be served 
raw or cooked as they vary in flavour and texture. The varieties excellent 
for cooking are Duchess, Gravenstein, Blenheim, Greening and Northern 
Spy. These apples in the order given are in season, ‘each for a couple of 
months, from August until March. Those excellent for eating are WicIntosh, 
Snow, Delicious, Tolman Sweet, .Melba. 

Although apples can not replace the vitamin C rich citrus fruits and 
tomatoes, nevertheless they are valued for their vitamin and mineral con- 
tribution to the diet. They are comparable to peaches, pears, bananas, 

I know you will have many favourite recipes for serving apples cooked 
so today I am going to stress ways of serving the apple raw. First of all 
. vyou must remember to marinate the cut portions of apple with lemon juice 
to prevent discolouration, You should not: expose the cut fruit to the air 
for any -length of time. 

Raw. apples may be used in combination with other foods to make 
appetizing salads. Diced apples, celery, walnuts and salad dressing makes 
the well known Waldorf salad. Or you may combine diced bananas, (when 
you can get them), oranges, apples and stoned cherries with dressing for 
a fruit salad. A side salad of diced apples, cubed cheese and walnut meats 
blended together with mayonnaise dressing would add colour and flavour 
to a special o¢casion dinner. 

These are only a few methods for serving the versatile apple. If you 
wish further recipes write to the Western Division Health League of Canada, 
111 Avenue Road, Toronto.

SASKATOON, — Butylene \ glycol 
Produced from wheat by fermenta- 
tion, now entering Pilot-stage de- 
velopment at Ottawa, holds great 
promise as a basis of chemical in- 
dustry for plastics and as an anti- 
freeze in addition to its use for arti- 
ficial rubber, accérding to informa- 
tion given to the prairie regional 
committee of the national research 
council, at its meeting here. , © .__-” 

The committee reviewed recent re- 
search and dévelopments in the in- 
dustrial, utilization .of agricultural 
products for both non-food and food 
uses. Plans for extended-research in 
western Canada on western problems 
were being made. 

Representatives of departments of 
agriculture reported good stands of 
milkweed and forecast new hybrid 
sunflower varieties yielding 40 per 
cent. more seed. Milkweed resins are 
promising as blending materials. for 
synthetic rubbers. New methods bor- 
rowed from mining are under study 
at the national research laboratories 
and are expected to lessen the cost of 
isolating the resins. The use of milk- 
weed floss to replace kapok, a buoy- : 
ant filling material which is in short 
supply, is now firmly established. 

The time lag between research 
findings and their application by in- 
dustry or farmers was stressed, and 
ways of shortening it were discussed. 
A balanced picture of western agri- 
culture problems was presented to 
the committee which considered pro- 
duction and food uses as well as in- 
dustrial non-food uses. 


Expansion of many research 
studies, now in progress but ham- 
pered by manpower shortages, was 
considered essential to the sound de- 
velopment of post-war plans. Soil 
surveys, especially fertilizer require- 
ments and land-use recommendations, 
expanded research in Canadian wool 
and in vegetable and small fruits, 
are examples. i 

Dehydration methods are improv- 
ing.and the industry is expected to 
hold its own after the war, particu- 
larly when production is far from 
consumer markets, it was said. Dried 
eggs which cannot be distinguished 
from shell eggs are»now available 
and will be widely used in ‘the f 
industry. Skim milk powder is also 
well developed but problems are yet 
to be solved in producing whole milk 
powder and dehydrated vegetables 
can be improved. When tin again be- 
comes available the canning of many 
new Canadian products was thought 
to hold great promise for the west. 


CANADA TOWN 


New Soldiers’ Resort Is Established 
In Italy 

CANADA TOWN, Italy. — You 
won't find Canada Town under that 
name in any Gazeteer, but it is a 
name that will be recorded. in the 
story of Canada’s participation in 
the Italian campaign and one that 
will be on the lips of many an old 
soldier after the war. 

Canada Town is a pleasant Italian 
mountain city captured by the Cana- 
dians who, with typical thoroughness, 
have given it a new name,;-even to 
the extent of naming streets after 
familiar thoroughfares back home, 
opened theatres and generally con- 
verted it into a rest centre where 
soldiers can get a breather from front 
line duties. 

There is an occasional reminder 
in the form of a few shells that the 


Germans are not far away. 


Auxiliary services have opened an 
“Aldershot Officers’ club” for com- 
missioned officers and a “Beaver 
club” for other ranks. Two movie 
houses are doing a thriving business, 
A third will be opened shortly and 
there have been promises of a stage 
show with “legs”. ‘ : 

Life revolves around a big square 
in the heart of Canada Town, which 
has “Piccadilly Circus” painted in 
bold black letters at each corner. 
Portage avenue is the name _ given

The Officers’ club, managed by 
Capt. Doug Burke, 28, Swift Current, 
Sask., has a comfortable reading 
room stocked with Canadian papers 
and magazines, a banduet hall, bar, 
billiard room and card rooms. | 

The Beaver club's most. popular 
feature is the hostel set up on the top 
floor by Major R. O. Wilkes of Win- 
nipeg, Anglican padre of the Royal 
Canadian Regiment, A hundred men 
can be accommodated overnight.

The 
ugly desire which would crawl into 
action if it could and dared is also 
wicked. The greedy gaze’ which is 
intended to keep alive an unseeml 
longing is a thing hateful in, Jesus’ 
eyes.” The righteousness which ex- 
ceeds the righteousness of the Scribes 
and Pharisees has to do -with one’s 
secret thoughts. 


And if thy right eye causeth thee] - 


to stumble, pluck it out, and cast it 
from thee As in our text last Sun- 
day, Jesus is here making use of 
hyperbole, a rhetorical device for 
making a statement emphatic, a fig- 
ure of speech in. which one says 
more than he means for the purpose 
of creating a strong effect. For it is 
profitable for thee that one of thy 
members should perish, and not th 
whole body go into hell. ‘Hell’ 
“Gehenna”, the place of final punish- 
ment. The meaning of this saying is 
that those who are seriously tempt- 
ed should discipline themselves with 
the . greatest severity, depriving 
themselves even of lawful pleasures. 


Thus. certain amusements and certain, 


kinds of reading, in themselves 
harmless, are to some occasions of 
sin. Such pepene ought to. avoid 
them altoge' . Others find friend- 
ships that they value so dangerous 
that they ought to give them up. 
This giving up of what is pleasant 
and lawful, because to us personally 
it is a spiritual peril, is what our 
Lord means by plucking out the right 
eye and cutting off the right hand. 
Asceticism of this kind is different 
from the asceticism of those eastern 
religions which regard the body as 
evil. Its principle is. that it is better 
to live a sinless life than a complete 
sinful life.

Cloth- 
ing of all kinds, from little girls’ 
frilly party frocks, sheerest negligees, 
velvet evening gowns, to arc welders’ 
overalls and military uniforms may 
be made fire resistant by dipping or 
spraying them with the chemical so 
that, though they may char upon 
contact with fire, they will not burst 
into flame.

Eighteen hundred student nurses 
and exposed hospital and sanatorium 
employees in Saskatchewan have 
been vaccinated for tuberculosis since 
;March, 1938, Dr. R. G. Ferguson, 
medical director of the Saskatchewan 
Anti-Tuberculosis League, reported 
at the annual meeting of the Cana- 
dian Public Health Association in 
Toronto.

Doctor Ferguson said that of all 


those vaccinated only 10 ‘persons had 
developed tuberculosis-lesions. Dur- 
ing: a five-year period preceding the 
use of vaccine, 20 employees who en-

“The protection of staffs, particu- 
larly nurses in general hospitals, 
mental._hospitals and sanatoria, 
against tuberculosis is a _ responsi- 
bility that rests upon all health work- 
ers, and particularly on tuberculosis 
workers,” - Doctor Ferguson — said. 
“This was an increasing problem in 
Saskatchewan until recently, not- 
withstanding improved nurses’ homes, 
better food, supervised by dietitians, 
and better training in infectious tech- 
nique. The problem is- acute where- 
ever the incidence of infection is fall- 
ing.” ‘ ‘

Depredations Of Rabbits 
‘For the protection of trees. against 
the depredations of rabbits in winter 
the Dominion Experimental 
Stations, Scott, Saskatchewan, has 
tested many repelierits, the best of 
which is a mixture of resin and al- 
cohol, states G. D, Matthews, the 
superintendent.

must be denatured ethyl (Grade 2D 
under wartime regulations), avail- 


stores.. Lump resin is ‘used ‘but, it 
must be finely powdered before dis- 
solving. The lumps can be crushed 
by placing them in a sack and using 
a wooden mallet. The resin can then 
be sifted through a piece of fly screen. 
The proportions are eight pounds of 
powdered . resin to a gallon of de- 
natured ethyl alcohol. It is preferable 
to mix two pounds to a quart and 
use it right away as it must be kept 
in an airtight containereafter mixing. 
The resin and alcohotlare stirred un- 
til dissolved. Under no circumstances 
must the solution be heated. It is 
well to keep in mind size of con- 
tainer when mixing, as the addition 
of the resin in these proportions prac- 
tically doubles the volume of alcohol. 

A small paint brush is ,used to 
apply this. repellent to the trees. If 
it becomes gummy while using, a 
small amount of alcohol can be added 
to restore the original . condition. 
When applying the repellent, the bark 
must be absolutely dry, without mist 
or falling snow being present at the 
time. All parts of the trees which 
can or may be reached by the rab- 
bits during the winter are treated. 
It is advisable to treat the trees as 
early as possible in the fall for pro- 
tection during the winter.
